phase of the problem in which the American 
government is officially interested; but 
above and beyond this is the great and 
‘overpowering question of humanity, “for 
which these repeated acts of barbarism and 
wanton murder of innocent and helpless 
women and children would seem to indicate 
that the Teutonic powers, in the prosecution 
of their war, have no consideration or re- 
gard, 

The. world stood aghast and horror-struck 
at the news of the sinking of the Lusitania 
Many 
times since then havé German and Austrian 
submarines fired without warning.into pas- 
senger vessels, destroying other innocent 
lives in defiance of the laws of nations, and 
without the remotest ultimate effect upon 
the outcome of the war. 

Germany first attempted to maintain the 
justice of her submarine campaign upon 
the ground of retaliation for England’s food 
blockade against her civilian population.

partments. Mr. Winn has before him the 
example of a2 marvelous record; and he will 
fully measure up to it. 

The best thing the county board ever did 
for the community and the people whom they 
strve was to cut out petty politics. Since 
politics has been eliminated and the board 
has worked as a united and harmonious or- 
ganization, solely in the public interest, it 
has achieved what it could never have done 
as long as.factionalism was permitted to 
divide its ranks. ‘

ONE, DECLARES HILL 


ls typographical error in yesterday's 
Constitution made Judge B. H. Hill “68” 
years old, when the truth is he is by 
no means that old. Judging by his ap- 
pearance he is searcely past fifty. 

In referring to the error which made 
him “68” and discussing the suggestion 
of his name for the United States su- 
preme bench, Judge Hill said: 

*T am not 68. I. have several years 
to my credit—how many i will not say. 
The word ‘several’ has been defined to 
mean as many as ‘three,’ and may be 
as many as ‘ten.’ And then I hear the 
unpleasant subject: 

“The suggestion of my name in con- 
nection with the supreme court is 
doubtless made by a few enthusiastic ; 
and exceedingly partial friends. I 
know of other reasons which the. par- 
tiality of these friends does not permit 
them to see or admit, besides that of 
age, why my ambition should be lim- 
ited to the high position I now hold. If 
the president should come to Georgia 
looking for a successor to Justice La-~ 
mar he will have no difficulty in find- 
ing suitable material. Ex-Governor 
Slaton; Reuben Arnold, Alexander C. 
King or Judge 8S. B. Adams are all well 
qualified by ability, eer attainments 
and learning to fill this exaited posi- 
tion. Two of them, I know, have not 
crossed the ‘dead line?’ the ‘other two 
may be just across, but not far enough 
to hereby? 

“Personally, I would be glad to see 
the honor go to former President Taft. 
I have always thought that his’ ap- 
pointment of Lurton ‘and Lamar, twe 
southern democrats, to the supreme 
bench, and his elevation of Justice 
White to the chief nS was a 
splendid example of non-partisan, pa- 
triotic statesmanship, and did much to 
obliterate sectionalism and elevate the 
bench. The recognition by a democratic 
president of southern birth of this fact 
would, in my opinion, meet with cor- 
dial and universal approva,l and would 
secure to the court a lawyer\and jurist 
admittedly without a superior in the 
United States.” .

Both Houses Adjourn. 

The announcement of Justice Lamar’ s 
death was made in both houses of con- 
gress, which immediately adjourned out 
of respect to his memory. Senator 
flardwick made the announcement in 
the senate and Representative Vinson, 
in whose district Judge Lamar former- 
ly lived, notified the house. 

Senator Hardwick’s statement was 
brief, merely reciting the end of this 
distinguished man, telling of his per- 
sonal bereavement in losing a life-lon 
friend, and sketching the princip 
outlines of his life and public service. 

Representative Vinson officially in- 
formed the house of the news. e la- 
mented the loss to the country of the 
great services of one who had filled so 
well a high place in the nation. 

Resolutions on Death. 

Later, at a meeting of the Georgia 
members of the house, called by Re 
resentative Adamson as dean of t e 
delegation, he offered the following res- 
olutions, which were adopted: 

“Whereas, the members of the Geor-

He resign- 
ed on account of ill-health. That great 
premcent and lawyer, William Howard 
aft, in a sojourn of a few days in 
Augusta, met Justice Lamar.
